WASHINGTON, D.C. — Funds raised from a benefit preview of an 
exhibition of paintings by Jacob Burns in the George Washington 
University’s Dimock Gallery will be used to augment the acquisitions 
fund for the university’s art collection. Invitations to the pre¬ 
view, Thursday, October 16, from 5 to 7 p.m., have been issued by 
George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott and the 
Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Burns, himself a George Washington trustee, is a law alumnus 
as well (LL.B.,. 1924, with distinction). He also holds the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws (1970) from the university. An attorney 
in New York, he specializes in corporate law. 

The exhibition of 3^ paintings, portraits and floral still lifes, 
will be open to the public in the Dimock Gallery, off the lower 
lounge of Lisner Auditorium, GWU, 21st and H Streets, N. V/. from 
October 17 through October 31» from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, without charge. 

Upon graduation from the old Central High School in Washington, 
Mr. Burns was offered a scholarship to the Corcoran School of Art. 

He was unable to accept it since he had to go to work at that time.

Later in New York he studied with the English portrait painter Gerald 
Brockhurst. His portraits include likenesses of several eminent 
New York Jurists as well as pictures of children. His portraits 
of Jurists have been hung in the Columbia University Law School, the 
Brooklyn Law School, and the New York County Lawyers Association 
offices. His likeness of his brother, the late H. Boris Burns hangs 
in the H. B. Burns Memorial Building and his self-portrait (done in 
1969) hangs in the Jacob Burns Law Library, both at George Washington 
University. 

For many years chairman of the board of the USV Pharmaceutical 
Corporation, Mr. Burns is now a director of Revlon, Inc. He was 
appointed by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of New York 
to the Committee on Character and Fitness, and also serves on a 
number of New York County lawyers* associations committees and is a 
member of the House of Delegates of the New York State Bar Associa¬ 
tion.

"SHORT COURSE ON MARKETING PRACTICE FOR GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS" 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Government regulation of American business is a sute 
ject that is increasingly debated. At odds in the issue are those businessmen 
who claim that too much government regulation stifles free enterprise, and the 
25 independent regulatory agencies, like the Federal Trade Corrmission, charged 
with protecting consumers against harmful business practices. 

Both sides agree that some kind of regulation is needed. The questions are 
— what kind and how much? 

Dr. Sal Divita, an associate professor of business administration at“the. 
George Washington University, believes we can begin to find equitable answers 
to these questions by offering officials from the regulatory agencies an oppor¬ 
tunity for an inside look at how business operates. Divita has developed a 
"Short Course on Marketing Practice for Government Officials" which will be 
offered for the first time anywhere between November 3 and 7 on the GW campus. 

"We see this course,” says Divita, "as an opportunity for those officials 
who are involved with regulating marketing practices or consumer protection to 
study marketing as it is practiced inside business. 

'Frankly, we hope to promote a dialogue between government officials and 
business that will heighten awareness among the regulatory agencies of how their 
actions affect business."
